REPORT OF HIRAM BOARD OF 
INDUSTRY 


February 10, 1951. 


The Hiram Board of Industry was appointed for the 
purpose of contacting various business and State or- 
ganizations in search of new industries for our town. 


The Maine Development Commission was contacted 
again this year at different times, regarding this mat- 
ter. .This organization could have placed an industry 
in our town, and still have contacts for us. However, 
our immediate drawback in this instance is the fact that 
the business wishing to place industry here are re- 
questing a building 25,000 square feet, on one floor. 
Therefore, it is impossible for the Board of Industry to 
take further action with concerns of this size. Never- 
theless, the Development Commission does almost as- 
sure us that, with the advancement of industry, and 
pending government projects for war material, some of 
-the larger concerns will sooner or later decide to build 
their own factory buildings, and our town is on the list 
at Augusta as requesting contacts with any company 
making this decision. 


One other major topic at our meetings this year has 
been the improvement and beautification of our main 
streets. It was the general opinion of our members 
that, if some means was provided to care for the 
grounds of public buildings, citizens would also take 
more interest in improving their own private lawns, 
etc. However, as we advanced in plans for some means 
of beautifying the public grounds, it was brought to 
our attention that the Hiram Development Association 
had already started on the same project. We sincerely 
hope that the town citizens will be appreciative of the 
efforts of the Development Association, and aid them 
wherever possible in their undertakings to improve the 
beautification of our town. 
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It was the opinion of the Board of Industry that 
$25.00 of the $50.00 that the town votes to pay to the 
Maine Publicity Bureau, should be used for a one-page 
advertisement in the yearbook, asking for new indus- 
tries. 


At our last meeting, the Board of Industry voted to 
submit the following article to the annual town report: 


To see if the town would favor the town manager 
form of government, and also see if the town will in- 
struct a special committee to contact bordering towns, 
in view of forming a partnership form of town man- 
agement. 


Recommendation was made by the committee that 
the Board of Industry be continued, and five members 
be appointed for same.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Hiram: 


My first annual report as your superintendent of 
schools is submitted herewith. 


This report will consist of observations relative to 
faculty, enrollment, textbooks and supplies, repairs, 
budget data for the ensuing year and the financial 
statement for the past year. 


FACULTY 
One teacher replacement became necessary after the 
start of the present school year due to the death of 
Mrs. Katherine Clemons. It seems proper at this time 
to express respects to Mrs. Clemons in behalf of the 
school department and other friends. 


Mrs. Abbie Bates of Brooks, Maine, was appointed 
to the intermediate room at Mt. Cutler School early in 
November. Mrs. Bates came to us well recommended 
for the duties she was to assume. 


Miss Alice Boothby, Miss Alice Gray, and Mr. Harry 
Sanborn secured additional professional training in 
1950 by attending the summer session at Gorham State 
Teachers’ College. This is but one of the many ways in 
which teachers try to improve themselves profession- 
ally. 


ENROLLMENT 
The number of pupils in the elementary grades has 
decreased to 119 from last year’s total of 124. The 
following chart has been prepared to show the distribu- 
tion by teachers and grades:

There are not as many students attending high school 
from Hiram as there were last year. The decrease ap- 
pears to be due to a larger number of “drop-outs” than 
usual. If so, there is cause for concern because the nor- 
mal trend should be to have more and more young peo- 
ple continue their education at least until they gradu- 
ate from high school.

TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 

In general, the schools are well supplied with these 
materials. The normal replacement of worn out books 
is to be expected, as well as the purchase of enough 
supplies to keep those stocks from becoming danger- 
ously low in these times of scarcities—actual and 
threatened. 

Some funds can be used to good advantage in the 
purchase of supplementary reading materials with 
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special emphasis on library books. Some authorities 
claim that by the time the average child has com- 
pleted the second grade he should have read at least 
two hundred books. It is not proposed to defend or re- 
fute that statement at this time. However, an impor- 
tant part of the reading program is the development 
of an interest in reading for pleasure as well as for 
knowledge. It therefore becomes the school’s obliga- 
tion to provide an opportunity for children to read ‘‘on 
their own,” thus utilizing the skills learned in the for- 
mal reading program. This means books—lots of books 
—for all ability levels. 


REPAIRS 


Due to the many improvements in this department in 
recent years, not much in the way of costly undertak- 
ings is anticipated at this time. In addition to the 
routine and unexpected repairs, the outside of the 
South Hiram School should be painted, and the heating 
system at Mt. Cutler School should be thoroughly 
checked for necessary repairs. 


BUDGET FOR 1951-52 


First of all, it is important to discuss briefly the 
State’s position relative to funds available to towns 
for the support of the schools. It is a stark reality that 
unless the State Legislature of 1951 ‘“‘does something,’’ 
towns themselves are going to have to pay a larger per- 
centage of the school costs than heretofore. Local ap- 
propriations will have to increase in order to maintain 
present school expense, to say nothing about additional 
costs. 

We have been advised that with the laws now in the 
books, and with no new State taxation, we can plan on 
receiving only eighty-five cents on the dollar for the 
ensuing year. In other words, we can’t plan on all the 
money the laws say we are supposed to get, because 
the State’s revenues are inadequate. 
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As for the coming year, sizable unexpended balances 
make it possible to reduce the total appropriation re- 
quest for schools by $860.00 as compared with last 
year. 


The itemized list of appropriation recommendations 
follows: 


Elementary schools, $10,000.00
